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Major League Soccer has been called 
everything from the future of American 
pro sports to a Ponzi scheme. 

Which label fits? That’s an important 
question for Greater Cincinnati as the 
owners of Futbol Club Cincinnati shake 
the trees on both sides of the Ohio River for 
$100 million in public money to help them 
land an MLS expansion team. 

FCC owners are bringing $250 million of 
their own cash, big names from the area’s 
business community and promises of eco- 
nomic benefits, but they won't share finan- 
cial details of the team or the league - even 
as they ask for taxpayer assistance. 

Meanwhile, interviews with sports 
business experts, observers and even 
league officials paint a complicated picture 
of MLS’ current and future financial sta- 
tus. That future is fraught with pitfalls 
such as a comparatively small TV deal, the
